Lawrence college's most famous native son was its second 


Rhodes scholar. 


He was Earnest Albert Hooten, '07, who traveled a long 


road from his birthplace in a Methodist parsonage at Clem- 
ensville (Winnebago county) to a professorial chair at Har- 
vard and a reputation as one of the most famous anthropolo- 
gists America has produced. 


In so doing, his witty, cynical tongue made him a host of 


friends and enemies. He was 
undoubtedly dean of Ameri- 
ca's anthropologists, author of 
10 books, and creator of bon 
mots that can be found in ev- 
ery dictionary 
of quotable 


quotes. When he died in 1954, 
his obituary was carried in a 
dozen news magazines. Time 
magazine observed: "Died, 
Dr. Earnest Albert Hooten, 
66, Harvard

and author (Apes, Men and 
Morons), who from his skull-v 
littered desk, lectured for 
birth 
control, 
euthanasia,

"I began to write this book 


in a summer vacation because 
I was tired of turning out 'con- 
tributions to knowledge' . 
to be perused by a few yawn- 
ing, carping 
specialists. I 


thought it might be more 
amusing to try to write some- 
thing which could be read. If 
the tone of this book seems at 
times to belie my Christian 
name, it is not because I take 
my subject lightly, but rather 
because of a conviction that 
science need not be clothed in 
sackcloth and ashes, and that 
knowledge is not necessarily 
expounded in accents of lugu- 
brious pomposity. One ought 
not to be cheaply flippant in 
describing nature's marvels 
but he need not always deport 
himself as if he were in 
church." 


He held minority opinions 


on many matters: that a 
woman should be president 
of the United States; that 
automobiles, radio, televi- 
sion, and the movies con- 
tributed to our "vulgarity, 
depravity, and misinforma- 
tion"; and thai the signs of 
degeneration were unmis- 
takable.

But he was no gloomy doom

The American defense program in this 


jet-electronic-nuclear age is a very expen- 
sive thing. It is so huge and so complicated 
that errors are to be expected. However, 
the very thought of the expenses involved 
should be enough to call for careful plan- 
ning in this field. 


One of the common predictions of the 


period is that the Russians will defeat us 
by spending us into bankruptcy. Taxes that 
take up to 91 per cent of an individual's in- 
come cannot be justified for any reason 
other than the preservation of the nation 
itself. 


Yet there are constant reminders here 


and there around the world of almost un- 
believable extravagance in the spending of 
defense funds. The cancellation of the con- 
struction of the $83,000,000 Richard I. 
Bong jet bomber base in Racine and Ke- 
nosha counties recently is a case in point 
Somehow stories of extravagance in Turkey 
or Viet Nam do not carry the same impact 
as the story from Wisconsin. 


It is not difficult to understand the re- 


action of Rep. Gerald Flynn (D.-Racine) in 
demanding an investigation by congress of 
the cancellation. There should be such an 
investigation. It is important to find out, 
If we can. how this error was made and 
•what can be done to prevent similar errors 
in the future. It would appear that there 
•was a lack of coordination between those 
in the Air Force who are planning the de- 
velopment of new bombers and those who 
are planning the development of bases to 
handle them. 


However, when Rep. Flynn talks about 


going into the federal court to force rein- 
statement of the program he is certainly 
on very shaky ground. It is unfortunate of 
course that the Air Force has spent 15, 20, 
30 or 40 million dollars, whichever figure 
proves correct, in beginning construction 
of this air base. But it would certainly be a 
still greater misfortune if the Air Force 
were to plod straight ahead and complete 


the construction at a cost of $80 to $100 
million and then announce that it had no 
use for it. The Air Force's explanation of 
the cancellation is that the B-58 jet bomb- 
ers originally intended for the base can 
now be accommodated elsewhere because 
the B-47 bombers are being eliminated 
earlier than planned. To put it simply, the 
reason for discontinuing construction is 
that the Air Force does not need the base 
and will not need it in the future. 


It is true, of course, as Rep. Flynn says, 


that about all the Air Force has accom- 
plished at Kansasville is the destruction of 
5,420 acres of fine farm land. Not only is 
the land gone but it cost millions of dollars 
to ruin it. It is a very regrettable thing. 
However, the announcement of the cancella- 
tion came quick enough to save R. G. Ble- 
dose from investing millions of dollars in 
the construction of a 4,000-home communi- 
ty in the area. He has suffered considera- 
ble loss in the cost of advanced engineering 
work which he has performed but he cer- 
tainly was fortunate in being notified of 
the cancellation before he plunged ahead 
with an expenditure of some $57,000,000 
which he had borrowed for this work. It's 
hard to think of anything more useless 
than the 4,000-home community beside an 
idle Air Force base. 


There- should be an investigation by 


congress because it is highly desirable 
that the people know whether the respon- 
sible leaders in the Air Force are coordinat- 
ing their work as carefully as possible to 
eliminate such waste. The people of this 
country are perfectly willing to spend all 
that is necessary for defense but those 
handling this money should be well aware 
of the fact that it is coming, in many in- 
stances, from people who cannot afford to 
waste a penny in their private affairs and 
will insist upon economy in government 
to insure that every dollar we pay in taxes 
for defense goes for carefully planned 
projects. 


Stop The Wretched Re/use'? 


Samuel S. Leibowitz, a county judge in 


New York, has suggested that migration 
into New York City "from all parts of the 
country and the Carribean" be discour- 
aged until local authorities get juvenile 
crime under control The suggestion is 
tempting but it is completely' contrary to 
American principles. 


Of course our present immigration laws 


are baaed somewhat upon racial and na- 
tional prejudice since the quotas are set 
according to the percentages already in the 
United States. Perhaps for continuity of 
governmental custom and to avoid too rapid 
changes the policy can be defended. But 
the history of the settlement of this na- 
tion has been that it has been salvation of 
the rebellious, the outcasts, the disin- 
herited, the adventurous, the non-con- 
formists, the "angry young men" of various 
generations. 


Merely a Pattern 


Dr. Robert Hutchins, controversial fig- 


ure in education, sociology, politics, ath- 
letics or what-have-you,'is complaining now 
about the college student But it may be 
simply that Dr. Hutchins is reflecting his 
human side. 


Today's students, says Dr. Hutchins, are 


"gloriously contented and willing to con- 
form to the economic status quo. If this 
continues unchecked, we shall be living a 
life in which conscious inertia is our aim." 


This point of view about status quo con- 


flicts with the ideas of a lot of sociologists 
who belabor the American tendency to try 
to get ahead as far as economic status and 
social standing are concerned. But Dr. 
Hutchins fears that today's students are 
aiming at the dreaded suburban pattern of 
life characterized by tranquilizers, organi- 
zation men, intellectual laziness and "the 
grey flannel suit... a symbol of the de- 
sire to merge imperceptibly into the en- 
vironment" This again conflicts with the 
idea that the tranquilizers and even the 
grey flannel suit are the result and the 
means of trying to get "ahead." One might 
even point out that the increased number 
of college students are there because their 
parents feel that a college education will 


Statistics in New York juvenile crime 


show a high percentage of the offenders 
among recent immigrants, especially from 
the south and from Puerto Rico. Chicago is 
having somewhat the same problem with 
"poor whites" from the mid-south. Un- 
doubtedly much of the trouble stems from 
the backgrounds of these youngsters of 
unstable, displaced, often criminal homes. 


But the problems must be met with the 


equality of justice which is the backbone of 
the American system. Blacklisting and dis- 
crimination has no place in this justice and 
is impractical in the long run. Judge Leibo- 
witz should recall that his own parents 
might not have been regarded as prospec- 
tively outstanding citizens when they mi- 
grated from Rumania when the judge was 
four years old. The influx of national 
strains have always caused troubles — and 
they also have kept alive the strength of 
change, stamina and virility of this nation. 


help them to lead more productive lives, 
particularly in the economic vein. 


However this may be, Dr. Hutchins' 


concern, it would appear, is just part 
of the alarm the older generation periodi- 
cally expresses. When Dr. Hutchins went 
to college, his parental contemporaries 
were fretting about cigarets, booze and 
pacifism on the campus. When Dr. Hutchins 
was chancellor of the University of Chicago 
and still a bright "young" man, the worry 
was about goldfish swallowing sprees, beer 
parties, and either emphasis or de-empha- 
sis of varsity football. If history is any 
criterion, today's students will be complain- 
ing a generation from now about some sort 
of revolt against security as well as too 
much drinking. 


As long as each generation is concerned 


about the next, the situation is fairly 
healthy. The sons are not repeating the 
mistakes of their fathers but finding their 
own and they should be able to discover 
their own solutions. 


When Dr. Hutchins complains about his 


contemporaries he may be original and cre- 
ative whether or not he is right. When he 
mutters about the younger generation he 
has just slipped into a mold.

Light Stone 


Can be Put to 
Many Uses 


Weighs About 
One Sixth as Much 
As Ordinary Type 


BY GEORGE E. CREED 


There is available on the 


market 
an unusual type of 


stone that weighs only one- 
sixth as 
much 
as ordinary 


stone. Because of this charac- 
teristic its use in the land- 
scape 
involves 
much less 


work than do equal volumes 
of sandstone, limestone 
or 


granite. Quarried in the moun- 
tains of northern California, 
this lightweight stone is ex- 
tremely weather resistant yet, 
because it is porous, it can be 
easily cut with masonry chis- 
els. Depressions cut into it 
make good planting pockets 
and, since its porous structure) 
retains moisture yet provides 
needed air for roots, plants 
will thrive in it. In color it 
varies from light gray to char-J 
coal. 


As with all kinds of stone in- 


troduced into the landscape, 
'its use should follow careful 
planning. While its indiscrim- 
inate use is not advised, it has 
unusual potentialities for dec- 
orating particular types of 
gardens and for terrace fea- 
tures. 


One Such Use 


One such use is illustrated 


in the accompanying sketch 
and plan. 
Here, 
one large 


boulder and three smaller 
ones are arranged to create a 
natural effect. As indicated, 
the boulder of greatest size 
has been drilled to admit the 
end of a water 
supply pipe. 


The water flows through the 
drilled hole and appears to 
trickle from a natural opening 
in the stone. It then falls over 
the face of the stone into a 
small pool. For economy, both 
from the standpoint of original 
installation and from that of 
saving water, a pool of this 
sort is best fitted with a small 
recirculating pump so that 
water may be used over and 
over again. Shown also are 
several plants growing out of 
the large boulder. To create 
a natural feeling in an ar- 
rangement of this sort, such 
pockets should be most cas- 
ually distributed and plants 
consistent with such feeling 
should be used.

"Q. Do you mean in the view 


of American policy the Soviet 
government has some respon- 
sibility for China's action to- 
ward Korea, or Formosa, or 
Laos, specific places of that 
kind? 


"A. A degree of responsibil- 


ity, as long as they maintain 
that they are the leaders of the 
bloc." 


From another well-informed 


Individual, highly placed in 
the field of far eastern, diplo- 
macy, comes an authoritative 
comment to this correspon- 
dent: 


"The red Chinese are de- 


pendent upon the Soviet Un- 
ion for this 'leap forward' 
program 
because it is al- 


ready in the doldrums and 
it, would be infinitely worse 
if they lost Moscow's support. 
There is a lot of wishful 
thinking about red China's re- 
lations with the Soviets.

think they are working in ab- 
solute collusion.

"To the free peoples of the 


west, the .bold evidence of 
communist aggression is not 
very palatable. 
Calling this 


'peaceful coexistence' does not 
make much sense to me." 


There is much 
confusion 


about the actual relationship 
between Peiping and Moscow. 
Many observers are assum- 
ing that these are two inde- 
pendent entities and that then- 
policies are by no means co- 
ordinated. Basically red Chi- 
na, is entirely dependent on 
the Soviet Union. It cannot get 
help from any other part of 
the world and must depend 
for its entire economic future 
on the aid that it gets from 
the Soviet regime. It is not 
likely, therefore, that Peiping 
will fail on any important 
matter to take advice from 
Moscow. 


This provides a test of the 


sincerity of Mr. Khrushchev 
in his new role as a peace- 
maker.
